ROCHESTER. Minn, May 2fi. — 
The Civil War gave 
Rochester the 


Mayo family, and set thus typical small 
Minnesota town on the way to its pre- 
sent unrivalled position as the surgical 
center of the world—the Mecca for 
the ailing of almost all lands, with 
Billy Sunday the latest of its cele- 
brated patients. And within the next 
month the Mayo clinic will fulfill its 
newest mission, 
when a group 
of 
young surgeons will complete 
their 
linical fellowships and scatter thru- 
out the country to practice thair pro- 
fession as finally rounded out by *hree 
years of training here 
It is as a public Institution, direct- 


ing research into the cau»e ind pre- 
vention of disease, training leaders of 
the medical 
profession, 
anl giving 
clinical assistance to all who reed it, 
that the Ma>o clinic reveals itself in 
its best light to its founders Dr Wil- 
liam J., and Dr Charles Mayo. 
But the whole thing started back m 


the '60s when Dr W W Mayo, re- 
cently from 
England, was sent to 
Rochester, as a member of the fed- 
eral eurgeon general s staff, to head 
the medical staff In the training camp 
located here. The war passed and Dr 
Mayo remained His two sons, grew 
into the medical profession here and 
they, too, stayed. 
Now sixty thousand persons a year 


go through the Mayo clinic, •started 25 
years ago by the two young doctors. 
They had commenced in 1S93 to dl- 
Mde their earnings, fifty per cent, go- 
ing into a special fund and 
">0 per 


cent going to the doctors for HVing 
expenses. In 1914. when this fund had 
grown 
to $1,5000,000 
the 
Doctois 


Mayo decided to give it back to the 
people. 
A union was made with the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota, the Mjay Brothers 
went on a salary so that all surplus 
earings would go Into endowments, 
and the Mayo foundation was Creat- 
ed. This IK controlled by a board of 
trustees, on which the Mayo Brothers 
have but two of the 17 votes. 
Under the foundation two 
fellowships have been created, with 
men from all parts of the world fill- 
ing them as students. 
Fellows must be graduates of me- 
dical colleges, and have had their in- 
ternships. 
They then 
spend 
from 
three to five years in intensive study 
and practice under the staff of over 
one hundred medical 
and surgical 
specialists connected with *he clinic- 
While now largely a. public Institu- 


tion, the Mayo clinic retains its color- 
ful aspects.

who daily pass through the ins*uut!on 
are seen Indians In their native re-

No person is being fooled by the 


crude maneuvers at Washington to 
deceive the public into thinking that 
the government means to permit the 
United StAes to cooperate in the ad- 
ministration of world justice through 
adhesion to a world court. 


Senator Lodge with his "irrecondl- 


ables" is adopting the same tactics as 
he used against th eVersailles Treaty. 
He has recommended an impossible 
plan, knowing that it will not be ac- 
ceptable. 
Senator Pepper with his 


intellectual skill, is backing an equal- 
ly impossible scheme. 
The so-called 


Harding-Hughes plan of taking the 
world court without the League is 
plainly an attempt to woo ihe sup- 
port of the Lodges which cannot be 
•wooed for anything. 


What Washington needs to realise 


is that no good will come either to 
peace or to world justice by consider- 
ing that senators of the Lodge typ« 
exist and that any plan short of 
desirable affectiveness. 


But the damning thing of it all is 


that another effort is being made to 
play politics with the peace of the 
world.

Have you noticed recently the way 


the telephone 
operators 
arc- waylng 
'ni-yen" 
for nine, "fl-lv" for 
five. 
"«6uble-u" 
for the letter W, and 
otherwise talking a bit funny In rc- 
peatlng numbersY 
They arc not trying to bo smart or 


anything of the sort but they have 
been Instructed and taught to talk as 
they do and the Idea Is to make the 
telephone numbers sound more clear- 
ly In order that there may be fewer 
mistakes. 
Operators have been schooled to 


u*e telephone phrases with the pro- 
per Inflection of the voice to indicate 
their purpose. 
"Number, please?" is 
said with a questioning inflection to 
show bright, interested inquiry. In 
saying, for example, "I beg your par- 
don, 
they stress "beg" and "pardon" 
and enunciate the phrase in an fcpolo- 
getic tone to express sincere regret. 


It recently came to the attention of 


telephone officials that many peoplo 
hesitated to move the receiver hook uP 
and down to recall the operator for 
fear that their instrument connected 
directly with the operator's head-set 
and the movement of the hook would 
cause anything but a pleasant sound 
in the ears of the 
operator at the 


switchboard- 
This is a mistaken idea because the 
telephone is not connected with the 
operator's headest unless she moves a 
key to cut in on the line. Her atten- 
tion is attracted to the recall by a 
signal light which flashes on and off 
as the receiver hook is moved slowly 
up and down. 
There are ways and ways of mov- 


ing the hook but to attract the oper- 
ator almost instantlv 
it should be 


lowered and released slowly and con- 
servatively 
Officials of the Telephone 
Company say that one depression of 
the hook a second is a,bout the right 
number. As the operator will answ- 
er on the average, in about four sec- 
onds no great amount of energy is re- 
quired to recall.

If the hook is moved too rapidly 


up and down the signal lamp on the 
switchboard will not be lighted and 
the operator will not know she Is de- 
sired back on the line.

people overlook Is that, the 
smaller your capital the more- con*er- 
vatlve must be your securities 1 mm 
often told that this or that Investor 
must have a large return because his 
capital to so mall. Now exactly the 
opposite Is true. The small investor 
cannot afford to lok tor a large re- 
turn. He must have above everything 
else security of principal. 
He can- 
not afford to take chances no mat- 
ter how small because he cannot suf- 
ficiently diversify his list. Moreover 
the large capitalist is In a position, 
•where if one or two of hte commit- 
ments prove unsatefactory It is a mat- 
ter of only minor Importance. The 
same thing might prove a disaster to 
the small investor. 
It follows that 
what may be a goood investment for 
one man" may toe strictly unsuitable 
for another. 
A widow with no ex- 
perience in financial affairs and en- 
tirely out of touch with business con- 
ditions requires a different investment 
list from a man actively engaged In 
trade This is especially the case when 
the widow is entirely dependent up- 
on the mcome»from her securities. She 
has, however, one compensation in 
that to her marketability Is a second- 
ary mater. The business man muiit 
have securities for which there is a 
ready sale as it is conceivable he 
might need the money at any time for 
use in his ^business. Or he might want 
to borrow upon his stocks or bonds 
at the bank and banks loan money 
only on securities with a ready mar- 
wet. 
The widow on the hand requires 


only a eteady and assured Income. She 
can afford therefore to take a bond 
or mortgage not so readily saleable 
and other things being equal a slight- 
ly higher return can be obtained from 
the security with a less active mar- 
ket. 
Every investor should make per- 


fectly plain his or her own exact fi- 
nancial situation to the investment 
banker or investment adviser. In Just 
the same way as he or ehe confides in 
his doctor or his lawyer.
